The zinc alloy included about 0.15% mercury. Various other commercial batteries included 
negative electrodes with significantly smaller quantities of zinc/mercury alloy particles having a 
-200 mesh size or smaller. 

The negative electrode in another commercial battery (AR) included zinc alloy particles 
including approximately 1% zinc alloy particles having a -200 mesh size or smaller. The zinc 
alloy included small quantities of indium and/or bismuth. 

The negative electrode in another commercial battery (AS) included zinc alloy particles 
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including approximately 0.3% zinc alloy particles having a -325 mesh size or smaller .^Jhe zinc^ 
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alloy included small quantities of indium and/or bismuth.
